DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4 and 6-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 3 and 25 
recite a system comprising a storage area, a floor-bound transport system with at least one 
vehicle that runs solely along a floor and is configured to take storing units out of the rack 
shelves and to transport the storing units, a feeding system that does not directly contact the floor 
and is arranged above and separate fi-om said floor-bound tranport system, where the feeding 
system is moveable above, but along, a portion of the path, and a control system that is designed 
such that it collects at least the occupancy data of a plurality of storing .places and the movement 
and/or position data of said floor-bound vehicles and of said floor-fi-ee storing devices and that, 
by using this information, coordinates and controls the substantial fiinctions of placing in storage 
and/or returning to storage, storing and.or intermediately buffering, removing from storage 
and/or providing of the entire system. These limitations, in combination with the other 
limitations in the claims, were not found in the relevant prior art.
